< = Two railroad spurs led to the ammunition depots One of these sours was built 
as early as about 1921i and ran from the G lctwiny (Q 52/p 23 ) railroad station 
■Borough the southern sector of Uowy Redzen (Q 52/p 23), parallel to and east 
o.f the road to Regny and through the woods containing the depot at a point 
about hCO rasters north of the church in Regny, The second railroad spur, a 
standard -gauge single-track line, branched off eastwards from the trunk line 
to »arsatr at a point about 1 kr north of the church in Pel icj anew (Q 52/p 13), 
paralleled the trunk line as far as the cemeteVy of Felicjanow, ran along the 
western edge of the woods southeast of Hill 215, crossed the eastern sector 
of Stary Redzen, and ran into the woods of Regny, The construction of the
